LONDON,  Jan.  13.— Sir  Edward  Grey, 
the  British  Foreign  Secretary,  haa're- 
.-ived  a  dispateli  from  the  State  De- 
partment at  Washington,  asking  if  there 
would  be  any  objection  to  the  former 
Hamburg-American  line  steamer  Dacia, 
which  now  flies  the  American  flag,  mak- 
ing the  trip  from  New  Orleans  to 
Bremen  with  a  cargo.  Of  cotton  with- 
out establishing  a  precedent  as  to  the 
sale  of  German  ships  to  Americans. 
The  Foreign  Office  is  considering  tho 
situation,    but    has   reachcd.no  decision. 

It  can  be  said  on  high  authority,  how- 
ever, that  several  high  British  officials 
at  present  do  not  look  with  favor  on 
the  proposal,  and  still  feel  that  the 
Dacia  should  not  enter  tho  German 
trade  under  any  conditions,  A  change 
of  the  vessel's  destination  from  Bremen 
to  Rotterdam  is  not  regarded  as  alter- 
ing the  case  materially.  Should  cotton 
be  shipped  on  the  Dacia  for  the  I 
man  trade  it  seems  likely  that  the  cargo 
would  be  bought  by  Great  Britain  If 
the  Dacia  were  held  for  a  prize  court, 
on  the  ground  that  her  sale  was  not 
bona  fide.

The  reports  from  East  Prussia  and

ized, but  out  of  them  one  fact  seems 
to  emerge,  namely  that  the  German  ad- 
vance has  failed.  Whether  or  not  it  Is 
true  that  General  von  Hlndenburg  Is 
face  to  face  with  a  possible  disorgan- 
ization of  his  army,  is  is  alleged  in 
T'trograU,  we  are  necessarily  not  in  a 
position  to  say,  but  If  he  is,  it  is  only 
in  keeping  with  what  we  havo  contend- 
ed on  several  occasions,  namely,  that 
advance  into  tho  heart  of  Poland 
during  the  "Winter  was  a  great  error. 
If  it  had  i..  .ii  successful  and  the  Ger- 
mans had  been  able  to  occupy  War- 
saw, tii.  result  would  not  have  been 
decisive,  but  if  it  fails,  as  now  seems 
1.,  bo  well  within  tin-  range  of  prob- 
lity,  the  >'»ikire  will  l>e  disastrous. 
While  it  would  be  folly  to  assume  the 
role  of  prophecy,  it  is  evident  that  all 
tho  elements  for  a  German  debacle  are 
taking  shape.  Unless  a  great  vlctroy 
by  the  Kaiser's  army  can  be'won  on  One 
or  the  other  of  the  battle  lines  at  a  very 
curly    day,   anything   nvty   happen. 

The  Russians  have  been  very 'success- 
ful in  the  lllaek  Soa.  Both  the  former 
German  cruisers  have  been  put  out  of 
lion  and  oth^r  Turkish  ships  have 
been  either  destroyed  or  rendered  in- 
capable of  active  work.  The  Russians 
claim  to  be  pushing  their  successes  in 
the  Caucasus.  A  Hinull  Turkish  force 
is  yet  present  In  Persia,  but  its  ob- 
ject is  not  very  clear,  /o  an  Outsider 
campaign  Of  the  Turks  seems  to 
n.ivc    been    badly    muddled. 


A  writer  in  the  New  York  Herald 
directs  attention  to  the  Tact  that  the 
admirals  of  th,;  British  fleet  are  not 
neuliv  an  well  known  personally  to  the 
public  as  are  I  lie  generals  of  the  army.

Most  newspaper  readers  rtnd  it  nearly 
impossible  to  pronounce  many  Russian 
and  Polish   names.     The   London   Daily 
News  has  come   to   the  rescue,   but  we 
are  not  sure   that   it   gives  very  much 
assistance  of  practical   value.     For  ex- 
ample:     If    you    were    called    upon    to 
choose   between   the  Polish  "Szezerkow" 
and    the    Russian    "Shtcherkov,"     which 
are  the  names' of  the  same  place,  wo  fear 
you     would     hardly     know     which     you 
would   regard  as  the  easier,  and   we  do 
not    think    the    News    helps    you    much 
when  It  tells  you  that  the  correct  pro- 
nunciation  is   "Sh-tchcr-kov."      Tho  dif- 
ference between  the  Polish  and  Russian 
spellings  arises  from   the  fact   that  tho 
alphabets  of  the  two  languages  are  dif- 
ferent.   The  following  information  may 
be  of  some  service:     "Sz"  is  pronounced 
"Sh."   and  ?€**'  is  the    same    as  "Teh," 
"Wis  pronounced  "v."    Therefore  Ka 
and  Kalish  are  the  same  word,  the  first 
spelling     being     Polish    and    the    second 
Russian.     Russian  spelling  is  phonetic; 
therefore  the  name"- of  this  place  is  pro- 
nounced   as    Kalish    would    be    in    Eng- 
lish.    In   a    Polish    name  "Ch"   is   pro- 
nounced like  an  English  "k,"  or  perhaps, 
to  be  strictly  correct,  like  "ch"  in   tho 
Scottish  word  "loch."

"It  will  be  obvious  to  everyon»,"  said 
Sir  Richard,  "that  It  would  be  quite 
hopeless  for  the  Government  to  attempt 
to  carry  out,  without  alteration,  Its 
programme  in  respect  to  many  import- 
ant enterprises  at  thiB  time.  Circum- 
stances oyer  which  wo  have  no  control, 
circumstances  which  involve  the  future 
of  the  whole  British  Empire,  are  com- 
pelling us  to  give  pause  and  take  heed 
of  conditions  which  are  entirely  new  to 
us,  and  which  could  not  have  been  an- 
ticipated by  any  stretch  of  imagination. 

"J  desire  to  say,  however,  that  our 
faith  and  our  determination  In  respect 
to  the  future  of  British  Columbia  aro 
undiminished;  if  anything,  they  are 
stronger  than  ever,  and  as  soon  as  the 
atmosphere  has  cleared,  following  the 
victorious  conclusion  of  the  war,  this 
Government  will  apply  itself  to  the  fur- 
therance Of  Its  undertakings  and  Its 
policies  with  the  same  firm  resolve  as 
in  the  past  The  position  of  the  univer- 
sity is  in  no  respect  more  Involved  than 
other  enterprises  of  similar  magnitude 
In  allparts  of  the  world,  and  it  will  be 
the  aim  to  proceed  with  the  execution 
of  the  whole  programme  of  construe^ 
tion   at  the  earliest  possible  moment."

The  owner  of  the  hall  has 
established  an  industry  which  is  at 
present  employing  100  women  and  girls. 
Under  a  competent  forewoman,  these  are 
employed  in  turning  old  garments  into 
new.  The  second-hand  garments  are 
donated  and  are  washed,  pressed  and  out 
out  and  made  over.  When  finished  they 
art  given  to  the  Belgian  refugees  or  the 
poor  of  the  district.  Nothing  Is  sold, 
but  the  workwomen  are  paid  for  their 
labor. 

All  ii.  workers  are  residents  of 
Willesden  and  are  women  or  girls  over 
sixteen.  Every  attention  is  paid  to 
their  comfort.  It  is  hoped  to  establish 
a  restaurant  and  to  serve  cheap  meals. 
In  connection  with  this  a  training  school 
for  girls  will  be  established  if  the  plan 
irrl.il  out.

Ills  theme  was  the  <WUr«  Up  out- 
llned  the  iitfferetn  circumstances  lead- 
ing up  to  Oroat  Britain's  momentous  ul- 
timatum    to    i.ormtuiy,    proved    thr    ICnt- 

pire's  entire  .justification    in    declaring 

war  against  the  unscrupulous  militarism 
of  Prussia,  dealt  with  the  Iron  deter- 
mination evidenced  In  the  oiu  Country 
to  see  tip-  struggle  through  to  a  finish, 
and  touch.--. i  eloquently  on  the  part  all 
the  i-olonies  wite  taking  towards  alilinf,' 
the  Motherland.  At  different  points  lie 
raised  the  soldiers  of  the  30th  Overseas 
Battalion,  the  2nd  Canadian  Mounted 
Rifles  and  other  units  which  wore  aa- 
semblod,  to  a  high  pitch  of  enthusiasm. 
This  was  particularly  noticed  when  ho 
asserted  that,  when  It  came  to  the 
trenches,  English,  Scotch,  Irish,  Welsh 
or  Canadian  became  merely  Britishers, 
determined  to  do  their  duty  at  all  costs. 
As  he  concluded  there  were  spontaneous 
cheers,  and  alt  united  in  singing  "He's 
a  Jolly  Good  Fellow." 

At  the  outset  Sir  Richard  McBride 
touched  on  the  policy  of  Great  Britain 
through  the  crisis  which  followed  the 
outbreak  of  trouble  between  Austria 
and  Serbia.  Ho  spoke  of  the  unswerv- 
ing attitude  taken  by  Sir  Edward  Grey, 
the  Secretary  for  Foreign  Affairs,  With 
respect  to  the  neutrality  of  Belgium 
when  it  became  evident  that  it  would  be 
difficult  to  avert  an  outbreak  between 
Germany    on   the    one    side  and    France 


defence  in  the  event  of  necessity.  It 
would  place  Canada  in  such  a  position 
that  she  would  be  able  to  line  up  by  the 
side  of  other  self-respect Ing  countries. 
This  did  not  mean,  the  speaker  declared, 
that  lie  endorsed  militarism.  He  simply 
meant  that  the  country  should  be  given 
the  tneantt  of  holding  tight  to  what  she 
posscs.se. i.  While  the  people  proudly 
claimed  Canada  as  a  nation,  they  must 
he  ready  to  protect  Canada  ns  a  nation. 
t  Applause.) 

Referring  to  tho  conditions  In  th» 
Old  Country  sir  Richard  McBride  said 
that  one  of  the  rirwt  thing*  that  struck 
hiip  was  the  eaJm  assurance  of  thu 
British  people  a«  to  the  outcome. 
There  was  no  sign  of  tho  war  in  Lon- 
don except,  perhaps,  the  presence  of 
more  soldier*  and  the  recruiting  which 
WBa  steadily  going  'in  in  all  parts  of 
tin  great  metropolis.  Business  was 
going  along  normal  lines.  lOveryono 
WaUJ  Impelle  I  with  the  Men  of  keeping 
things  moving  so  that  the  equilibrium  of 
the  Empire  would  not  be  unduly  dis- 
turbed. The  quiet,  studied  ami  deter- 
mine.! manner  in  which  business  wus 
being  pursued  was  the  best  illustration 
of  the  xplrll  pervading  the  British  peo- 
ple. There  was  no  bombast,  no  boast- 
ing,    bulletin    followed       bulletin,      some 

with  bad  news'  and  others  with  news 
of  glorious  victories,  and  yet  the  Brit- 
isher went  on  the  even  tenor  of  his 
T\uy,  with  the  one  thought  Own  in  Ills 
mind,    "that    this    was      a   fight      which 


them  in  good  stead,  lie  was  sure  that 
when  .Major  General  Hughes  arrived  In 
Victoria  he  would  be  proud  of  the 
forces  which  Canada  was  prepared  to 
send   from    the   West.

Kor  him  to 
attempt  to  add  to  it  would  be  akin  to 
painting  the  Illy,  It  was  sound  advice 
throughout,  and  he  commended  it  to  the 
Mini  of  the  local  overseas  contingents. 
He  wanted  them  to  understand  that  he 
fell  privileged  at  having  been  given 
t!i-  opportunity  to  talk  with  them,  and 
In  wished  those  who  wore  the  uni- 
!'orm.  health,  strength  and  courage  to 
carry  them  to  Victory  In  all  tholi-  un- 
det  takings.

and  Russia  on  the  other.  St.  Peters- 
burg, Berlin  and  Paris  had  received 
pointed  intimation  that  Great  Britain 
would  not  tolerate  any  breach  of  the 
y — whisk  guaranteed — that — little 
country's  neutrality,  and  tp  which  all 
the  powers  concerned  wero  signatories. 
Germany  military  and  naval  prepara- 
tions had  been  observed,  and  it  was  felt 
that  she  could  not  be  trusted  to  treat 
Belgium  with  the  consideration  former- 
ly promised.  In  the  circumstances,  a 
country  never  took  the  fateful  step  of 
declaring  war  upon  another  with'  sound- 
jMsftogBon  and  with  greater  justification 
than  did  Great  Britain.  Those  who 
joined  her  colors  did  so  in  support  of  a 
high  principle,  one  that  had  to  he  main- 
tained in  the  Interests,  not  alone  of  the 
Empire,  but  of  the  entire  world.  (Ap-, 
plause.) 

Prior  to  this,  a  promise  had  been 
given  France  that,  should  German  ships 
com*  down  the  channel  With  a.  view  to 
attacking  French  seaports.  Great  Britain 
would  undertake  their  protection.  This, 
Sir  Richard  declared,  was  a  proper  prc- 

itionary  measure.     It  was  a  clear-cut, 
honorable  position. 

Looking  at  the  matter  from  Its  Incep- 
tion, the'  speaker  affirmed  that  the  man 
Who  responded  to  the  call  to  arms,  who 
enrolled  himself  under  the  colors,  was 
privileged  Indeed.  He  was  taking  a 
stand  In  support  of  the  institutions 
which  were  a  guarantee  of  the  perfect 
liberty  of  the  British  subject.  To  take 
a  position  with  the  armies  being  mobil- 
ized for  the  maintenance  of  these  prln- 
clples  h«  designated  the  proudest  and 
the  most  sacred  duty  of  the  citizen. 
Xarl  Kitchener's  Tribute 

That  Canadians  had  taken  their  place 
with  other  sections  of  the  Empire  was 
indicated  by  the  immense  camp  on 
Salisbury  Plain.  They  had  been  train- 
ing for  months,  and  shortly  would  be 
Sent  to  France  to  enter  active  service.- 
Possibly  they  were  en  route  as  he 
spoke.  He  had  great  pleasure  In  repeat- 
ing, in  substance,  a  conversation  he  had 
with  Earl  Kitchener,  the  British  Secre- 
tary for  %Var.  while  in  the  Old  Country, 
with  respect  to  the  Canadians.  Earl 
Kitchener  had  said  thai  he  was  well  im- 
pressed with  tho  Canadians  at  Halls- 
bury.  They  were  a  fine  body  of  men, 
and  bore  tho  appearance  of  first-class 
soldiers.  Unquestionably,  when  the 
time  came,  the  Empire  might  depend 
on  them.  (Applause.)  Earl  Kitchener 
also  had  spoken  of  the  records  of  the 
Canadians  in  different  parts  of  the 
world,  so  that  the  speaker  felt  con- 
Vineed  that  already  his  countrymen  had 
Standardised  themselves  ns  goor]  men 
a]  i  true.

Official  Report  of  Operations 
of  British  Naval  Division  Is 
Issued — Casualties  Number 
Over  2,500, 


Major-Gen,]  ai  A.  Paris.  CB..  who 
commanded  the  Itoyal  Naval  Division, 
which  took  part  In  the  operations  at 
Antwerp,  sent  the  following  report  to 
the    Admiralty. 

Itfgardlug  the  operations  round  Ant- 
werp from  .".id  to  Htb  October.  1  have 
the    honor    to    report   as    follows: 

The  Brigade  (i'.iOO  all  ranks)  reached 
Antwerp  during  the  night  3rd-lth  Octo- 
ber,  and   early  on    the  -4th  occupied,   with 

tin-  ?tb   gejgias   Regiment,  the  trenches 

facing  Llerre,  with  advanced  post  on  the 
River  Xethe,  relieving  some  exhausted 
Belgian  troops. 

The  outer  forts  on  this  front  had  al- 
ready fallen  and  bombardment  of  the 
trenches    was    in     progress.  This    in- 

creased in  violence  during  the  night 
and  early  morning  of  5th  October,  when 
the  advanced  ousts  were  driven  in  and 
the  enemy  effected  a  crossing  of  the 
river,  which  was  not  under  firo  from  the 
trenches. 

About  midday  the  7th  Belgian  Regi- 
ment was  forced  to  retire,  thus  exposing 
my  right  flank.  A  vigorous  counter-at- 
tack, gallantly  led  by  Colonel  Tlerchon, 
Snd  Chasseurs,  assisted,  by  our  aero- 
planes, restored  the  position  late  in  the 
afternoon.  j 

Unfortunately,  an  attempt  made  by 
the  Belgian  troops  during  the  night  (5th- 
6th  October)  to  drive  tho  enemy  across 
the  river  failed,  and  resulted  in  the  evac- 
uation of  practically  <the  whole  of  tbe 
Belgian  trenches. 

Bombardment  V*ry  Violent 

w  trueps  now  capable  uJ?  W 
other  counter-attack  were  unable  to 
make  any  Impression,  and  the  position 
of  the  Marine  Brigade  became  untenable. 
The  bombardment,  too,  was  very  violent, 
but  the  retirement  of  the  Brigade  was 
well  carried  out,  and  soon  after  mid- 
day (6th  October)  an  intermediate  posi- 
tion, Which  had  been  hastily  prepared, 
was  occupied. 

Tim  two  .Vaval  Brigades  reached  Ant- 
werp during  the  night,  Slh-6lh  October. 
The  Isl  Brigade' moved  out  In  the  after- 
noon ef  oth  to  assist  the  withdrawal 
to  the  main  second  line  of  defence. 

The  retirement  was  carried  out  during 
the  night.  6th-7th  October,  without  op- 
position, and  the  -N'aval  Division  occupied 
the  intervals  between  the  forts  on  the 
second    lino    of    defence. 

The  bombardment  of  the  town,  forts 
and  trenches  began  at  midnight.  7th- 
8th  October,  and  continued  with  increas- 
ing intensity  until  the  evacuation  of  the 
fortress.  As  the  water  supply  had  been 
out,  r.o  attempt  could  be,  made  to  sub- 
due the  flames,  and  soon  100  houses 
wero  burning.  Fortunately,  there  was 
no  wind,  or  the.  whole  town  and  bridges 
must   have  been  destroyed. 

During  the  .-Jay  (October  Si  a  ap- 
peared evident  that  the  B.-Iclati  Army 
could  not  held  the  forts  any  longer. 
Alsjut  5:30  p.m.  I  considered  that  if  the 
Naval  Brigade  was  to  avoid  disaster 
an  Immediate  retirement  under  cover  of 
darkness    was    necessary,      Oensral    De 

Guise,  the  Belgian  commander,  was  ill 
complete  agreement.  He  was  most 
chivalrous  and  gallant,  insisting  on  giv- 
ing orders  that  the  roads  and  bridges 
were  to  be  cleared  for  th"  passage  of  the 
British  troops.  The  retirement  began 
about  7:30  p.m..  and  was  carried  out 
under    very    difficult   conditions. 

The  enemy  were  reported  in  force  (a 
pulsion  plus  a  Reserve  Brigade!  on  OO! 
Immediate  line  of  retreat,  rendering 
necessary  »  detour  of  fifteen  miles  to 
the  north. 

All  the  roads  were  crowded  With  Bel- 
gian troops,  refugees,  herds  of  cattle, 
find  all  kinds  of  vehicles,  making  inter- 
communication a  practical  impossibility. 
Partly  for  these  reasons,  partly  on  ac- 
count of  fatigue,  and  partly  from  ut  pres- 
ent unexplained  causes  large  numbers 
of  the  1st  Xaval  Brigade  became  de- 
t...  lied  and  I  regret  to  say  are  either 
prisoners   or    interned    In    Holland. 

Marching  all  night  t'Sth  to  9th  Octo- 
ber i,  one  battalion  of  1st  Brigade,  the 
2nd  Brigade  and  Royal  Marine  Brigade, 
one  battalion,  entrained  for  Bt, 
Gillies  Waes  and  effected  their  retreat 
Without    further   Incident. 

The  Battalion  I  Hoyal  Marine  Brigade') 
Bear  Guard  of  the  Whole  force  alSO  rn- 
tralned  late  in  the  afternoon,  together 
With  many  hundreds  of  refugees,  but  at 
Morheke  the  line  was  cut,  the  engine 
derailed,    and    the   enemy   opened   fire. 

There  was  considerable  confusion,     u 

wa?  dark  and  the  agitation  of  the  re- 
fugees mado  it  difficult  to  pass  any 
Orders  However,  tho  battalion  behaved 
admirably  and  succeeded  In  fighting  its 
way  through,  but  with  a  loss  In  missing 
of  more  than  half  its  ro.o.bcr.  They 
then  matched  another  ten  miles  to 
f-'elzaate   and    entrained    there. 

Colonel  Seeley  and  Colonel  Bridges 
■were  not  part  of  my  command,  but  they 
rendered  ninsi  skilful  and  helpful  Ser. 
vioee  during  the  evacuation. 

The  casualties    are    approximately: 

1st  Xaval  Brigade,  and  2nd  Naval  Bri- 
gade, ;,  killed,  64   wounded,  L',040  missing. 

Royal  Marine  Brigade,  28  killed,  io:: 
wounded,    :IS«    missing.
